Mrs. Yeomans is said to have been 


married seven times. 
Yeoman died 
J une 28 , last.- 
He had been in such 
g ood health up until the tim e of his 
death that the attending physician re­ 
fused to sig n a certificate statjng a 
cause of death until an investig ation 
was conducted. 
County officials started an investi­ 
g ation and ordered the dead mail's 
body exhumed. 
This was done last 
Friday at Glendale cem tery in Card­ 
ing ton and the vital org ans were sent 
to Columbus for analysis. 
A prelim­ 
inary report of the examination made 
by Dr. C. F. Smith of the state de­ 
partment of health showed traces ot 
poison in the man's body, according 
to Prosecutor Mateer. 
The 
Yeomans 
were 
married 
last 
February and 
made their home in 
Carding ton. 
Yeoman was her sixth 
husband, she having married one of 
her earlier husbands twice, according 
to county officials. 
Prosecutor M iteer announced later 
that Mrs. Yeoman confessed that she 
adm inistered poison to her husband. 
In the alleg ed confession Mrs. Yeo­ 
man admitted 
killing 
her 
husband, 
but failed to state a motive or m en­ 
tion an accomplice. 
Cardington officials told of m ysteri­ 
ous letters received by the woman 
and other letters mailed by her. J ust 
a few days after her marriag e to 
Yeoman, Prosecutor Mateer said, the 
w om an went to the Carding ton post- 
office and rented 
a 
box 
under 
the 
nam e of “ N. 13. Snyder. ’ 
Once while 
the woman's husband w*as at work, 
a strang er appeared 
in 
the 
villag e 
and excited curisity by standing in 
front of the postofttee until, w itnesses 
told the prosecutor, Mrs. Yeoman met 
the stang er and they walked away 
tog ether, talking earnestly. 
All let­ 
ters 
sent 
by 
the woman, postoffic» 
officials at Carding ton told the prose­ 
cutor. were addressed to Harry Me- 
Monig al, at Detroit. McMonig al was 
a former husband of the woman, the 
prosecutor 
said. 
A 
few 
days 
after 
Y eom an’s death, the 
prosecutor 
re­ 
lated, McMonigal cam e to Cardington 
and remained for three or four days.

financial losses have been incurred 


throug hout the western part of the 
country. 
Pekin 
itself is practically 
isolated, .except 
tor 
the Tien Tsin 
railway line, which is threatened with 
inundation. 
The entire business district of Kal- 
gan, the westernm ost rail head of 
China, was destroyed, and the rail­ 
road at this point buried under land­ 
slides and debris. * Some lives have 
been lost there, and the property loss 
runs into millions of dollars. 
All for­ 
eig ners are reported safe. 
The city of Pekin is threatened by 
breaking dykes along the mountain 
river to the eastward, where soldiers 
are toiling day and nig ht at constant 
repairs. 
Tientsin is at present not 
flooded, but this is only being pre­ 
vented by tlje efforts of an army of 
coolies working at the dykes. 
Eng i­ 
neers 
propose 
drastic measures to 
save the city, sug g esting cutting som e 
of the dykes and permitting the water 
to overflow into the low rice lands be­ 
tween Tientsin and Pekin. 
The railroad lines running between 
Pekin 
and 
Hankow and 
between 
Pekin and Sui Yan are both without 
trailV. 
The floods were worst in the 
four provinces. Honan, Hunan, Anhui 
ami ..iang si, eacl- of which reported 
the wiping out of hundreds of villag es 
and terrible loss of life.

In places the supply Is abundant, 
the growth large, the flowers when In 
bloom of marked beauty , the big y ucca 
and the sotol, both members of the 
Illy family , showing beautiful bloom 
on tall and stately stalks.

Is the w ater cactus, so named because 
its great stalk, from five to ten feet 
high and as large in circumference as 
a barrel. 
It has a heavy pulpy cov­ 
ering from which It is possible to 
squeeze goodly amounts of water, and 
Indians and travelers are quick to turn 
to the cactus when w ater supplies ere 
short, say s the Detroit News.

WOMAN FACES 
MURDER CHARGE 


Held in Connection With Death 


of 


ALLEGED IO HAVE CONFESSED 


Arrest Made After 
Husband's 
Body 
Had Been Exhumed and Traces of 
Poison 
Reported 
Found 
in 
Vital 
Organs— No Motive or Mention of 
Accomplice 
Made in Alleged Con­ 
fession, Prosecutor Says. 


Mt. Gilead, O., July 16.—County 
Prosecutor 
T. 13. Mateer 
indicated 
that a charge of first degree murder 
would be filed against Mrs. Elnora 
Yeomans, 39, of Cardington, O., who 
is being held in jail here pending in­ 
vestigation of the death of her late 
husband, Lewis Yeomans, 43. 
Mrs. Yeomans is said to have been 
married seven times. 
Yeoman died 
June 28, last.- He had been in such 
good health up until the time of his 
death that the attending physician re­ 
fused to sign a certificate stating a 
cause of death until ail investigation 
was conducted. 
County officials started an investi­ 
gation and ordered the dead man's 
body exhumed. 
This was done last 
Friday at Glendale cemtery in Card­ 
ington and the vital organs were sent 
to Columbus for analysis. 
A prelim­ 
inary report of the examination made 
by Dr. C. F. Smith of the state de­ 
partment of health showed traces ot 
poison in the man’s body, according 
to Prosecutor Mateer. 
The Yeomans were married last 
February and made their home in 
Cardington. 
Yeoman was her sixth 
husband, she having married one of 
her earlier husbands twice, according 
to county officials. 
Prosecutor PAiteer announced later 
that Mrs. Yeoman confessed that she 
administered poison to her husband. 
Iii the alleged confession Mrs. Yeo­ 
man admitted 
killing her husband, 
but failed to stat** a motive or men­ 
tion an accomplice. 
Cardington officials told of mysteri­ 
ous letters received by the woman 
and other lepers mailed by her. Just 
a few days after her marriage to 
Yeoman, Prosecutor Mateer said, the 
woman went to th© Cardington post­ 
office and rented a box under the 
name of ’N. 13 Snyder.’’ 
Once while 
the woman's husband w*as at work, 
a stranger appeared in the village 
aud excited curisity by standing in 
front of the postoffice until, witnesses 
told the prosecutor, Mrs. Yeoman met 
the stanger and they walked away 
together, talking earnestly. 
All let­ 
ters sent by the woman, postoffice 
officials at Cardington told the prose­ 
cutor, were addressed to Harry Me- 
Monigal, at Detroit. McMonigal wa* 
a former husband of the woman, the 
prosecutor said. A few days after 
Yeoman’s death, the prosecutor re­ 
lated, McMonigal came to Cardington 
and remained for three or four days.

The engine lubrication Is automatic, 
hut the oil hole requires a drop of oil 
every 500 miles of running 
The brushes and commutator of the 
starting motor do not need oil: In fact, 
lf oil gets on these parts it is likely 
to stop the motor from operating.
